A NEW AIRPORT MANAGER WITH 
VISION AND PRACTICAL DREAMS 


John F, Konop completed his first career 
- as an officer in the U. S, Air Force. 
: He is starting his second career as man- 
| ager-operator of the Porterville Municipal 
. Airport. 

And John Konop is a man with vision - and 
practical dreams - ‘insofar as the Porter- 
ville Airport is concerned. 

His first major project will be to opena 
restaurant in the new Administration building. Restaurant 
equipment is ordered, target date for official opening is 
April 6. He plans to serve breakfast and lunch seven days 
a week; dinner on Friday, Saturday and Sunday evenings. 

Already he is offering a ‘‘Tank Topping’’ service 
through which pilots can arrange to have their planes 
gassed by a field truck service in the late evenings or 
early mornings. 

He is planning beautification of the airport through 
landscaping and the placing of a mounted airplane ina 
v-type park at the fork in the airport entrance road. 

He is completing plans for organization of a unit of the 
Civil Air Patrol in Porterville to create aviation interest 
in young people. He is working with the Porterville Area 
Pilots’ association to provide a meeting room in one of 
the old army buildings - and he’s assisting with planning 
that is already underway for the annual Moonlight 
Flight and Fly-in that is coming up June 8-9. 

He is working with the city administration in revision 
of the airport master plan to provide more desirable 
general industrial sites - and increased hangar space. 

Looking toward the future, he visualizes a Super Fly- 
ing club with a membership large enough ts provide sev- 
eral types of aircraft and low-cost flying for pleasure 
and for business. 

He is realistic about getting a commercial airline 
operation on the Porterville airport, ‘‘This is a hard nut 
to crack,’’ he says, ‘‘and I am not optimistic about such 
a development in the near future.’’ 

But he believes there are real commercial possibilities 
for an air cargo center onthe airportthrough which farm 
produce can be shipped by air to midwest and eastern 
market centers. 

His general thinking now, concerning airport operation, 
centers around improved service for pilots - both local 
and visitors, improvement and beautification of the physi- 
cal aspects of the airport, and the creating of more 
general community interest in, and appreciation of, the 
Porterville airport. :

He also presented 
slides showing cattle af- 
fected with a brain infec- 
tion that he was instru- 
mental in diagnosing in 
1957. 

This disease called 
‘*Thrombo - Embolic - Me- 
ningo - _ Encephalitis’’ 
(T.E.M.E.) is now occur- 
ring in other feeding states 
such as Texas, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma, and Colorado. Dr. 
Cerniga has also produced 
a vaccine to counteract this 
disease which has demon- 
strated a high degree of ef- 
rg aad in feedlot cat- 
tle.

Sec. 15 Grazing 
Regulations 


To Be Reviewed 


WASHINGTON - The 
appointment of a special 
committee to review com- 
ments received from the 
public in response to a 
Department of Interior 
proposal to revise Section 
15 grazing regulations has 
been announced by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Stewart 
L. Udall. 

The committee will meet 
in Denver, Colorado, 
March 11-13 to review the 
comments and to prepare 
recommendations. The 
recommendations will be 
presented to the National 
Advisory Board council at 
its annual meeting in Ap- 
ril, 1968. 

The so-called ‘Section 
15 lands’’, which were not 
part of the grazing dis- 
tricts established under the 
Taylor Grazing act of 1934, 
are leased for grazing by 
Interior’s Bureau of Land 
Management under Section 
15 of the act. These lands 
involve some 16 million 
acres in 15 western states. 

In California, there are 
four million acres of Sec- 
tion 15 lands and nearly 
four million acres in es- 
tablished grazing districts. 
Presently, there are some 
800 ranchers who have 
grazing leases on Section 
15 lands in the state.

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I| Cattle Industry Advisory Group To 
|Study State Hide And Brand Laws 


WASHINGTON, D.C.- 
Reactivation of the Cattle 
Industry Advisory commit- 
tee was announced this 
week by Senator Howard 
Way of Exeter, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture, following a 
meeting of a select group 
of representatives of the 
cattle industry and State 
Department of Agriculture 
officials in the State capi- 
tol on January 31. 

According to the Tulare 
county legislator, the com- 
mittee was initially created 
in 1966 to serve in an ad- 
visory capacity to the then 
Senate Fact Finding Com- 
mittee on Agriculture ina 
comprehensive and indepth 
study of the hide and brand 
laws administered by the 
Bureau of Livestock Identi- 
fication. 

For a multitude of rea- 
sons, the principal one be- 
ing Senate reapportion- 
ment, the advisory com- 
mittee, Way said, was un- 
able to effectively dis- 
charge its responsibilities 
during the 1966-67 interim 
period. 

‘The need continues to 
exist for this study and I 
am happy to know that a 
decision has been made to 
revitalize this committee. 
I will do everything pos- 
sible in my capacity as 
chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture 
to assist the industry com- 
mittee in this important un- 
dertaking.’’ 

In commenting on the 
livestock identification 
program as currently con- 
stituted, Way said, “‘At 
present, brand inspection 
is essential in establish- 
ing ownership and lawful 
possession of both beef and 
dairy cattle and in deter- 
ring potential thieves and 
other law breakers. How- 
ever, the sheer volume of 
records makes this mil- 
lion dollar industry pro- 
gram exceedingly complex 
and inconvenient for cat- 
tle producers and mar- 
kets. There is a pressing 
need to find ways to im- 
prove and streamline this 
essential program.’’ 

Tentative arrangements 
have been made for this 
industry group, now re- 
named the ‘‘Cattle Indus- 
try Advisory Committee on 
Hide and Brand Inspec- 
tion’, to meet on March 7, 
for a comprehensive brief- 
ing. by the department on 
the overall operation of the 
Bureau of Livestock Iden- 
tification, 

The group is headed by 


Gordon Van Vleck, of Ply- 
mouth; on the committee 
are representatives of beef 
producers, cattle feeders, 
dairymen, livestock mar- 
keting firms, slaughterers, 
and financial institutions.

Senator Way is chairman 
of the senate committee on 
agriculture. 

The resolution declares 
that immediate research 
is needed to evaluate the 
pink bollworm’s behavior 
under California condi- 
tions, with the objective of 
-improving existing pro- 
grams for its control and 
untimate eradication: and 
providing new programs. 

‘Research proposals, if 
implemented rapidly and 
successfully, might pro- 
vide a scientific break- 
through necessary to 
achieve early elimination 
of the pest in California,’’ 
Senator Way said. 

Citing that there is a 
substantial fund available 
from grower assessments 
and other sources, the 
resolution requests the 
State Director of Agricul- 
‘ture to use such funds, as 
well as available person- 
nel and facilities in the 
proposed research.

The resolution states 
that research shall include,
